New Zealand, Spain, the Phil- 
ippines, Costa Rica and Haiti 
voted for the United States reso- 
lution. 

The two Arab members 
charged that the credentials vote 
conflicted with the General As- 
sembly’s decision Wednesday to 
suspend consideration of the 
Congo question until a 15-nation 
Asian-African conciliation com- 
mission tries to bring together 
the warring political factions in 
the young African nation. 

The Russians and a number of 
Asian and African nations want 
to give the U.N. seat to dele- 
gates of left-leaning Patrice Lu- 
mumba, deposed Congo premier. 

Both sides interpreted last 
night’s vote as encouraging to 
their cause. 

A source close to the United 
States said refusal of the U.A.R. 
and Morocco to vote on the 
credentials question could mean 
that the 25-nation African bloc 
will not vote against Kasavubu. 

A Communist informant, on 
the other hand, declared that by 
ramming the resolution through 
over the strong U.A.R.-Moroc- 
can objections the United States 
had ruined its relations with the 
powerful 45-nation Asian-African 
bloc for the rest of the Assem- 
bly session, | 


This could mean that the Unit- 
ed States would have to buck 
opposition from both the nine- 
nation Soviet bloc and the Asian- 
African bloc in the Assembly.

’ Property tax bills for $56,945,- 
000, an increase of $4,550,106 
over the amount of taxes levied 
last year, have been mailed to 
379,236 St. Louis taxpayers, it 
WaS announced today. 


The increase in total taxes is 
the result of an increase of 20 
cents in the school rate and a 
new levy of four cents on each 
$100 assessed valuation by the 
Metropolitan Sewer District. 


The increase resulted despite 
@ drop in the number of taxpay- 
ers, a decrease in the total val- 
uation of taxable property and a 
cut of six cents in the rate for 
municipal purposes. 

Collector Del Bannister, whose 
office delivered the bills to the 
post office for distribution, said 
the net increase in tax rates was 
solely responsible for the in- 
creased total of taxes, to be col- 
lected. ; 
Tax Rate Up. 

‘The new total rate for St. 
Louisans is $3.79 on each $100 
assessed valuation, an increase 


of 18 cents over last year’s 
total of $3.61. 


The school rate in $1.81, an in- 
créase of 20 cents and the sewer 
district rate of four cents is 
new. The city’s rate is $1.87, 
doéwn six cents; and the state 
rate remains the same at seven 
cénts. 

Decrease in the number of 
taxpayers is reflected in both 
personal property and real es- 
tate.

Boone County Prose- 
cutor Larry Woods charged that 
Brookshire permitted 60 head of 
cattle to die.

will be a sharp fight on this 
point,” the board member said. 

A majority of St. Louis candi- 
dates for the Legislature, in a 
poll taken by the Post-Dispatch 
before the primary election last 
Aug. 2, said they favored a merit 
system in the building depart- 
ment. 

In other actions, the board: 

1. Authorized submission to 
the Legislature of two proposed 
constitutional amendments to 
raise the minimum St. Louis 
school tax rate from 89 cents 
to $1, and set school tax elec- 
tions every four years, with ap- 
proval of the tax rate by a 
simple majority. 

2. Authorized submission of 
legislation to permit the hiring 
of outside architects and engi- 
neers by the school board. 

3. Authorized the school 
board’s legislative committee to 
draft a proposed constitutional 
amendment changing the re- 
quirement for approval of school 
bond issues from a two-thirds 
majority to a simple majority of 
voters. 

4, Voted to delay action on a 
proposed new school fire safety 
ordinance pending further study 
by the school board. 

On the proposed constitutional 
amendments, Aboussie said his 
committee felt that to ask for 
a minimum school tax rate above 
$1 would not be politically wise, 
since it was doubtful if the ‘‘out- 
state legislators” would approve 
it. Actual school tax rate now is 
$1.81 for each $100 assessed val- 


uation. 
Guarding State Aid. 

He noted that approval of the 
amendment would protect the 
$8,000,000 in state aid which the 
school board now receives an- 
nually. The present 89-cent min- 
imum rate does not protect it, 
since it is below the state’s min- 
imum requirement for aid. Thus, 
if voters reject a proposed schoo] 
levy and the fate reverts to 
the minimum, the board would 
lose its state funds, he said. 

Aboussie said the proposed 
amendment establishing a school 
tax election every four years 
would change the present re- 
quirement for an election every 
two years. The other change in 
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the amendment would reduce the 
requirement for approval from a | 
two-third majority to a simple 
majority, he said. | 

Regarding the hiring of inde- 
pendent architects, Aboussie ex- 
plained that state law presently 
prohibits the board from con- 
tracting for plans and specifica- 
tions by private firms. This 
proposal would permit work for 
the board by men who could not 
be attracted to permanent po- 
sitions in the school system be- 
cause of the relatively lower sal- 
ary scale, he said. 

The legislative committee’s 
draft legislation on school fire 
safety would eliminate certain 
requirements of the present ordi- 
nance which are ‘‘unduly restric- 
tive and work a financial hard- 
ship” on the Board of Education, 
Aboussie said. | 

The most important provision 
of the proposed bill is the relaxay/ 
tion of the requirement for 
sprinkler systems in all schools, 
irrespective of the type of con- 
struction. 

The new bill would require 
sprinklers only in buildings con- 
structed of combustible materi- 
als, or in those which have 
wooden floors, and not in mod- 
ern school buildings of fire resis- 
tive construction. |

One stewardess 
died. On the basis of a few 
scattered personal papers found 
at the scene she was identified 
as Mary Hawthorne, 26 years 
old, a tall blonde from New 
York City. 

The survivors underwent sur- 
gery. One girl, her face band- 
aged, remained unconscious. She 
was identified as Joan Frost, 26, 
of New York City. 

But the identifications were 
wrong. A body, that of Miss 
Frost, was sent to New York 
for burial. 

Coroner’s Explanation. 

Jensen explained how it hap- 
pened: 

“Identification was made on 
the basis of the purse and per- 
sonal effects arriving at Penin- 
sula Hospital. ... 

“Here you have the situation 
—four girls arriving at the hos- 
pital all in the same uniforms, 
all with the same hairdos, and 
all with the same type of at- 
tire. .. . It was a 10,000-to-1 shot 
that “had four people dressed 
| alike. now,” 
| The body of the dead girl had 
been placed in a sealed casket 
and when it arrived here the 
lid remained closed. 

Only a sentimental gesture on 
the part of Miss Hawthorne’s 
friends halted the funeral, sched- 
uled for yesterday.

Parents Are Summoned. 

“Oh, my God,” cried Evans.

“T was stunned,” said Mrs. 
Schnell. 

Calls were placed to California 
and the bandaged girl regained 
consciousness yesterday and mur- 
mured: 

“I’m Mary Hawthorne.” 

The correct identification came 
as a shock to Thomas Frost, 
father of the dead girl. He had 
flown to California to be near 
the girl he thought to be his 
daughter. He could not know that 
her body was in a funeral home 
across the country. 

When told, he collapsed. He 
and his son, William, 21, flew to 
their Philadelphia home last 
night.

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As to Cabinet Choices 


We never thought it proper for supporters 
of Adiai E. Stevenson to demand a promise 
that he would be appointed Secretary of State 
as the price for their backing of Senator Ken- 
nedy’s presidential candidacy. It would have 


been wrong for Mr. Kennedy to commit him- | 


self to any cabinet appointments prior to his 
election, and we hope no commitments have 
been made. Certainly it is indefensible, though 
not entirely unknown, for a presidential can- 
didate to attempt to buy support at the polls 
by promising this appointment or that. 

With Mr. Kennedy’s election, the situation 
changes and his cabinet appointments become 
a matter of public concern, We are still not 
in favor of a high-pressure campaign to propel 
Mr. Stevenson into the cabinet. These appoint- 
ments are Mr. Kennedy’s own responsibility 
and he is entitled to make them free of polit- 
ical or other pressure. Mr. Stevenson is not 
the only man who could serve capably as 
Secretary of State. 

. . ° 

We do believe, however, that he is the best 
man. No other appointment, we think, would 
so immediately raise American standing in 
Europe, Latin America, Africa and Asia. This 
is because Mr. Stevenson has traveled, studied, 
and understood all of these continents. 
Through three presidential campaigns and 
on intervening trips abroad he has spoken 
wisely and compassionately about the prob- 
lems of other peoples. More than that, he 
has been a good listener, which may be his 
most important qualification of all. Foreign 
statesmen know.that with him in the State 
Department they would be dealing with a 
man who is already intimately familiar with 
their problems. They would know that the 
President’s chief foreign policy adviser has 
a broad and deeply intelligent grasp of Amer- 
ican national interest and of the ways in 
which it merges with the aims and aspirations 
of other peoples. 

From Mr. Kennedy's point of view Mr. 
Stevenson may be considered to carry some 
political handicap, in that he would arouse 
the emotional disapproval of some enemies 
he made as a presidential candidate. We think 
any such handicap would be offset by the 
immense esteem in which Mr. Stevenson is 
held abroad, and by the love and devotion 
he inspires among his supporters here at 
home. 

In the end, what Mr. Kennedy does about 
the appointment of Secretary of State will 
be a measure of his own stature more than 
anything else. It would take a very big man 
to appoint to this senior post in the cabinet 
a man who in terms of wisdom and experi- 
ence might overshadow him. If Mr. Kennedy 
is not that big, if he prefers to name a lesser 
but also competent figure, that would be very 
human and understandable of him, 

* « ° 

Chester Bowles is a leading alternative, and 
he would probably be a good one, though he 
lacks Mr. Stevenson’s eloquent capacity for 
communicating with people. Mr. Bowles was 
an extraordinarily successful Ambassador to 
India and is known and respected in Asia, 
where many foreign policy problems confront 
the United States. Politically speaking, he 
was an early rider on: the Kennedy band- 
wagon; his state, Connecticut, was strong for 
Kennedy. 

Senator Fulbright of Arkansas, who has 
been mentioned widely of late, would be gen- 
erally excellent on foreign policy but in our 
opinion he carries the fatal liability of being 
a Southerner who has not cared to fight the 
racists in the cause of equal opportunity. 
Russian propagandists would have a field day 
with his appointment in Africa; they would 
need only read the records of Little Rock and 
Mr. Fulbright’s refusal to stand and be count- 
ed on the side of equality. In addition, Mr. 
Fulbright can continue to give valuable serv- 
ice as Chairman of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee. 

Eugene Black of the world bank, former 
Under Secretary of State David Bruce, and 
former Governor Averell Harriman have also 
been mentioned. Whatever their merits, none 
of them in our opinion would do our foreign 
policy so much good as Mr. Stevenson. And 
yet the appointment is Mr. Kennedy's to 
make, and he must make it according to his 
best judgment. 


Non-Existent Invasion 

Fidel Castro also had a small post-election 
problem. It was to explain what became of 
that imperialist invasion of Cuba which his 
propagandists had warned would come before 
the United States voting. The invasion did 
not occur, the Cuban leader now says, be- 
cause Cuba's protest to the United Nations 
about intended aggression prevented aggres- 
sion. 

Unfortunately, this is not something that 
the United States can just laugh off. The 
threat of attack is Castro’s persistent propa- 
ganda line, and it has some impact outside of 
Cuba. Support of the United States in the 
recent U.N. debate on the Cuban charge was 
disappointing. Some diplomats clearly -sus- 
pected that the U.N. discussion might do 
what Castro now says it did do in forestalling 
intervention. Campaign speeches implying in- 
tervention did not assuage the suspicion. 

It is difficult to counter propaganda, how- 
ever false, that others wish to believe. The 
best answer for the United States against 
charges of aggression is, of course, to con- 
tinue the present policy of avoiding aggres- 
sion. And now that the political campaign is 
over, there is no excuse for talk of interven- 
tion where none is intended anyway. 


The Congo Chess Game 

Since Communist motives are no more in- 
scrutable than they are disinterested, it is 
not surprising that the Russians backed 
Ghana and Guinea to cut short the U.N. 
Assembly debate on the Congo. Since the 
United States had taken the lead in pushing 
through a resolution looking to the seating 
of President Kasavubu as his country’s rep- 
resentative over this Communist-African op- 
position, the counter-move almost was to be 
expected. 

It is unfortunate that American tactics 
enabled the Communists to accuse this gov- 
ernment of taking the part of Belgian exnloit- 
ers and those regarded as friendly to them. 
The more alien such a purpose is to our true 
policy, the less excuse there should Le for 
such distortion. Yet paradoxically some good 
may come of the delay. 

It was advocated to allow a 15«member 
African-Asian commission to make an effort 
to reconcile the rival politicians of The Congo. 
Since even Ismael Toure of Guinea, one of 
the harshest critics of Kasabuvu, has con- 
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ceded his right as chief of state to depose 
Premier Lumumba, a compromise may be 
possible. Such hope as there is, however, 
depends in large measure on Russia’s aban- 


donment of attempts to use Lumumba as a - 


tool and on a determination on his part not 
to be so used. 

Beyond a tactical victory of sorts, the Com- 
munists gained little by their latest maneuver. 
The debate can be resumed at the will of 
the Assembly, but the American delegation 
is in no hurry about this, Thus there is an 
interval in which we can re-examine our 
strategy. We can make it more clear that 
despite regard for Belgium as an ally, we are 
not backing those Belgians who are seeking 
to re-establish ‘their influence in The Congo 
in opposition to the U.N. 

If necessary, the Administration can con- 
sult Senator Kennedy informally so that his 
Administration will not be handicapped by 
a national policy which seems in any way 
at variance with the U.N. purpose of estab- 
lishing legality, good order and fairness in 
the sorely tried new African state. 


To Extend the Court Plan 


The Democratic sweep of the courthouse 
offices in St. Letis county carried Magistrate 
Joseph W. Murphy to the Circuit bench in 
Division 4, a post for which his qualifications 
are somewhat less than the best in the opin- 
ion of many practicing lawyers. Prior to the 
election, in a poll conducted by the Clayton 
Watchman-Advocate, the lawyers voted 1171 
to 305 in favor of Magistrate Murphy's oppo: ' 
nent, Gerald L. Seegers. 

Magistrate Murphy may turn out to be bet- 
ter as a Circuit Judge than the lawyers found 
him to be as a Magistrate. We certainly hope 
so. But in a jurisdiction like the county where 
judges must run for office in frankly partisan 
elections, anything can happen. Second-rate 
judges are hardly likely to administer justice 
in first-rate fashion. 

How much better it would be if the Circuit 
bench in the county were brought under the 
Nonpartisan Court Plan, which in St. Louis 
has taken the courts out of partisan politics 
and generally improved the brand of justice 
they dispense. The court plan can be extend- 
ed to the county if its Democratic-dominated 
delegation to the Legislature will only put as 
much effort into supporting the necessary en- 
abling bill as its members would for an ob- 
jective closer to the hearts of the township 
committeemen. The only question is: will 
they? 


For Industries and Jobs 


The most significant continuing change 
in the United States is its urbanization. 
Smaller towns feel this as a declining rural 
population weakens them as marketing cen- 
ters. In fear of becoming “ghost towns,” the 
cities also want more plants and more jobs 
for their people. 

The orthodox approach to this problem 
long has taken the form of plants built at 
public expense, tax concessions and other 
well advertised inducements. But these now 
are described in The Appraisal Journal as 
misdirected ballyhoo and gimmicks. Some 
10,000 privately financed agencies—and a 
goodly number of state and local tax-sup- 
ported development. bureaus—are courting 
an inordinately small number of companies 
planning branch plants. In the professional 
publication, Dr. Randall T. Klemme, vice 
president of an Omaha natural gas company, 
says that only 350 firms currently have such 
plans. And he feels that efforts to induce 
firms to relocate may be even more unreward- 
ing since usually they attract only weak 
industries which may create more problems 
than they solve. 

Emphasis should be put, instead, on mod- 
ern community developments which provide 
an attractive environment for industries and 
their workers. Above all, provisions should 
be made to facilitate the expansion of indus- 
tries already located in a community. “No 
matter how attractive the industrial site may 
be or how inducing the terms,” he writes, 
“the community of which it is a part will 
tip the scales for or against its selection.” 

St. Louis, sometimes regarded as a little 
backward and certainly not overly addicted 
to ballyhoo, is by these standards as up-to- 
date as can be. The riverfront, the stadium, 
the Plaza apartments and ‘the residential sec- 
tion of the Mill Creek development bespeak 
a broad endeaver to make a community, rich 
in the urban amenities, even more attractive. 
And this should do more for the new indus- 
trial developments on the South Side, in the 
Mill Creek Valley and eventually at Columbia 
Bottoms than could be done with any gim- 
micks. 

It does not follow that smaller, less richly 
endowed and less advantageously located 
communities are automatically denied all 
opportunities in this urban-industrial era. 
Doubts, however, do arise about the scatter- 
shot ballyhoo of some development groups. 
A reappraisal of their methods is in order, 
fresh thoughts about the real magnet for 
industries and jobs. ) 


No Place to Ge 


Whatever happened to those Southern inde- 
pendent electors? It turns out that there are 
14 of them, all dressed up with no place to go. 

Early in the campaign a few Southern white 
supremacy addicts talked of withholding votes 
from either candidate, in hopes of an election 
so close that it would be decided in the House 
of Representatives. This has only happened 
twice, the last time in 1824, But the Dixiecrat 
third-party movement had fallen flat, so the 
extremists thought they might win bargaining 
power by the withholding scheme. 

It, too, collapsed at the polls. Five Deep 
South states might have chosen independent 
electors under state law or party procedure. 
(Even their 49 electoral votes could not have 
affected Senator Kennedy’s victory.) As it 
turned out, only Mississippi withheld all of 
its eight electors. Alabama withheld six of 
eleven. 

The eleven. Southern states, including 
Texas, own 128 electoral votes. Senator Ken- 
nedy needed only 18 Southern electoral votes 
to win the presidency. He got 81, including 
24 from Texas. As long as he carried Texas, 
he did not need other Southern help. Thus 
the campaign role of Senator Johnson of 
Texas as a vice presidential running mate 
proved important. : 

The national Democratic ticket lost only 
three Southern states this time. as compared 
‘with five in 1956, four in 1952 and five in 
1948. The 1960 results suggest that the next 
President owes consideration to the Southern 
moderates who supported him. He owes 
nothing to the extremists whose independent 
elector scheme deservedly collapsed.

Between Book Ends 


MINISTER OF DEATH, by Quentin 
Reynolds, Ephraim Katz, Zwy Al. 
couby. (Viking, 246 pgs., $5.) 


The forthcoming trial of Adolf Ejich- 
mann in Israel has revived discussion 
of the Nazi war crimes. Reynolds's 
book is the fourth to be published since 
Eichmann’s arrest last May. Without 
question it is the best written and re- 
searched, (Starting Sunday the Every- 
day Magazine will publish ‘Minister 
of Death” in 12 installments.) 


During World War IT millions of non- 
combatants — Christians and Jews — 
were callously murdered by Nazis bent 
on world conquest. Eichmann was the 
chief architect and executor of a spe- 
cial genocidal project directed against 
Europe’s Jewry. 


'n reading this book and other re- 
lated ones, the ethical question inevita- 
bly arises: if Eichmann is guilty of the 
crimes charged, what ought to be his. 
punishment? The traditional approach 
of retributive justice, which still in- 
heres in modern jurisprudence, dic- 
tates that the punishment fit the crime, 
or, in its more strict form, an eye for 
an eye. From such a view, no -civi- 


lized action against Eichmann could 


equal his responsibility for the murder 
of 6,000,000 innocents. 

A second approach is that of re- 
formative justice, whick holds that 
punishment for past offenses is never 
justified. Instead, the guilty should 
be rehabilitated for a constructive 
role in society. Such reasoning would 
be most ironic in this case, for if it is 
to be effective, there must be at least 
awareness of the crime, confession 


ever that may be, even one ifs too 
many, for the exercise of care will 
prevent these incidents that bring in- 
jury or death. No one should ever 
under ahy conditions pull a trigger 


and regret, all of which, according to 
the book, Eichmann is without. 

The last approach is that of the 
Utilitarian. One of the early formu- 
lators of this philosophy, Jeremy Ben- 


. tham, interpreted criminal law as pro- 


viding a potential threat of pains sub- 
sequent to wrong-doing so that man, 
desirous of his own happiness, will 
not want to deprive others of their 
happiness. However, no threat of pun- 
ishment by world opinion or his own 
superiors dampened Eichmann’s desire 
to achieve racial purity. 


All three approaches, to varying de- 
grees, prevail in today’s judicial think- 
ing. Undoubtedly they will be in the 
minds of the Israeli jurists, whose con- 
cepts of due process and fair trial are 
of the highest standards. Reynolds 
says that “‘it is unthinkable that Fich- 
mann’s trial . . . would be anything 
less than impeccably and scrupulously 


fair, even according to the most strict . 


canons of Western judicial procedure.” 


Though Reynolds is the lead author, 
the research for the book is by 
Katz and Aldouby, two Israeli corre 
spondents who {or years have been 
studying Eichmann’s life and career. 
They adduce much new information on 
the manner in which Eichmann was 
tracked and eventually brought to 
Israel, Readers wil! learn for the first 
time that while Eichmann was still ir 
Argentina he dictated his memoirs, 
contending that ‘‘I was nothing but a 
loyal, methodical, correct and diligent 
member of the S.S. . . . inspired by 
nothing but ideal emotions for the Fa- 
therland.”” Neither present-day Ger-

There are also fascinating interviews 
with Eichmann’s brothers, as well as 
with survivors of concentration camps. 
A rabbi in Philadelphia will go to 
Israel to testify how he personally saw 
Eichmann shoot a*7-month-old baby 
as a demonstration of courage to fel- 
low S.S.’ers. 


Much still has to be learned about 
the environmental and psychological 
forces which shaped Eichmann’s rise 
to power, and the trial will certainly 
provide the opportunity. Whatever his 
fate is judged to be, humanity has more 
to gain or lose by its reaction to the 
tricl. Whether humanity has the cour- 
age and resourcefulness to learn from 
experience remains to be seen. Too 
often, in the past, the careers of 
caesars, fuhrers and commissars have 
been helped by the forgetfulness or in- 
difference of their intended victims.

WASHINGTON, Nov. I! (AP) 
—The nation paid tribute today 
to the veterans of all American 
wars in ceremonies originally 
scheduled to commemorate the 
armistice that ended the first 
world war. 

The Veterans Day ceasemonies 
at Arlington National Cemetery 
form the pattern for similar ob- 
servances being conducted by 
veterans and patriotic organiza- 
tions in other parts of the coun- 
trv. 

At the eleventh hour of the 
eleventh day of the eleventh 
month—the very moment when 
the guns went silent along the 
western front in Europe 42 years 
ago—a presidential wreath was 
placed at the Tomb of the Un- 
knowns. 

For the first time this year, a 
torch that was lighted in Ant- 
werp, Belgium, and flown across 
the Atlantic Ocean, was present- 
ed in the amphitheater adjoining 
the tomb. Another torch, lighted 
in’ this country, has been flown 
eastward across the ocean for 
at similar cere- 
monies in Antwerp. 

Gen, Lemuel C. Shepherd Jr., 
former commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps, addressed represen- 
tatives of the veterans organi- 
zations in the amphitheater. 

The day was observed as 
Armistice Day through 1953. 
Thereafter, by act of Congress, 
‘the name was changed to honor 
the services of veterans of all. 
wars, 

Although the specific connec- 
tion with World War I has 
passed into history, memories of 
the first war were recalled in 
special ceremonies at the tomb 
of General of the Armies John 
J. Pershing.

Foreclosure 
i Rate Up, but 
Stabilizes

WASHINGTON, D.C, (UPID— 
Government res reveal a 
steady six-year rise in the rate 


‘of mortgage foreclosures on on- 


farm homes. 


From 1.32 foreclosures per 
1000 mortgaged homes in 1952, 
the nate rose steadily to 2.35 in 
1958, a jump of 78 per cent. In 
1959 there was an insignificant 
change to 2.34, 

Also on the upswing have been 
numbers of mortgaged homes, 
houses owned free of debt and 
the average size of outstanding 
home loans. 

How dangerous is the rise in 
the rate of foreclosures? Eco- 
nomists of the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board, who compiled 
the figures, believe the 2.34 rate 
is not high. They point out that 
despite the six-year rise, distress 
actions on houses are far below 
the levels of the depression years 
of the 1930's. 

For example, in 1959 there 
were 44,075 foreclosures on non- 
farm houses. The depression 
high was 252,400 in 1933. The 
number declined steadily but by 

1939 i was down to 100,410. 
Moreover, then there were many 
fewer houses and than 
pow. No exact figure is avail- 
able, but the evidence clearly 
suggests the foreclosure rate 20 
years ago was more than double 
—probably triple—the rate now. 

Why has the rate been rising 
since 1952? According to experts 
at the Home Loan Bank Board, 
the explanation probably is a 
slowdown in the pace of inflation 
of land and house values. 

“The price of real estate go- 
ing up makes it easier for a 
man in trouble to bail out,”’ one 
official commented. He said 
that when prices are advancing, 
the householder who falls be- 
hind in his loan payments can 

sell at a profit large enough to 
cover his deficit. That keeps his 
creditors happy and heads off 
foreclosure. 

Prices of land and new houses 
still are rising in many parts of 
the country. But they are going 
up less ‘quickly than in the im- 
mediate post-war period, accord- 
ing to Government experts. 

From 1950 to 1959 the number 
of debt-free units jumped from 
22,802,000 to 27,396,000. Bat the 
number of mortgaged units rose 
éven faster—from 12,498,000 to 
18,847,000. As a result, the ratio 
of debt-free houses to all dwell- 
ings declined from 64.6 per cent 
to 59.2 per cent. Conversely, the 
proportion of mortgaged units 
rose from 35.4 per cent te 40.8 
per cent,

1. Two spades. It is of course 
desirable to have four trumps 
when you raise partner directly, 
but when nature shortchanges 
you with only three to an honor, 
it is still sometimes best to 
raise immediately. 

The possible bids over a spade 
are one notrump, two clubs, or 
two spades. It is better to avoid 
the first two responses because 
partner's rebid may be two 
spades, in which case a pass 
might be best but would result 
in suppressing the spade sup- 
port, while a raise to three 
tag would constitute an over- 

id. 

The easiest way to avoid 
problems of this sort is to raise 
right away and let partner 
choose the final contract. He 
will know you have 6 to 9 
points, including trump support, 
and will therefore be in good 
position to judge how far to go. 


2. Three spades. The jump 
raise to three announces, in ef- 
fect, an opening bid facing an 
opening bid. It is a game-forc- 
ing response and shows at least 
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four trumps and 13 to 15 points.

THE FINAL STEP in finishing 
new furniture or refinishing old 
furttiture is the application of 
the actual finish that protects the 
wood surface-and also provides a 
certain degree of color, tone and 
gloss.
